REPORT. 


To the Crty Council of the City of New Bedford: 


GENTLEMEN,—The trustees of the Free Public Library, 
in making their report for the past year, may assume your 
knowledge of the continued prosperity of the library, in 
its main features. Each year, however, brings changes to 
which it is important that your attention should be drawn. 
The statistics of the library, which accompany this report, 
indicate some of these changes, and suggest what is 
needed for its future prosperity. There are, however, a 
few matters of such importance as to make it expedient to 
mention them specifically, so that whatever other needs 
may be temporarily neglected, these, at least, may receive 
your immediate attention. 

Foremost among these necessities is that of placing 
incandescent lights throughout the old part of the library. 
The arc lights which were put there before the present 
arrangements of shelving were made are now altogether 
inadequate for the purpose of enabling the attendants to 
find the books required. The spaces between the shelves 
are thrown by these lights into very deep shadow. We 
feel it to be imperative that a change be made at once so 
that this great fault may be remedied. The incandescent 
lights should be extended from the new part of the build- 
ing throughout the old part. 

For some years past, we have felt the need of furnish- 
ing a finding-list of subjects, that would be of practical 
use to the public. The preparation of such a list involves 
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considerable time and labor, even under the most favora- 
ble attending circumstances. But we take this opportu- 
nity of announcing that the work has been begun and is 
now in progress. 

During the past year, the privileges of the library have 
been extended to all residents of New Bedford who have 
reached the age of fourteen years, instead of sixteen, as 
formerly. This change was made particularly for the 
sake of those attending the schools of the city; and we 
have every reason to think that the new privilege is 
appreciated and improved. Of necessity, the general use 
of the library and the circulation of books have increased. 
The reading-room also is much more extensively used than 
formerly by all classes of readers. Frequently in the 
afternoon it is taxed to its fullest capacity. 

In comphance with the request of a number of persons 
that the reading-room be opened on Sundays, the trustees 
decided to make the experiment. The first Sunday open- 
ing was October 5, 1890. The average attendance for the 
last three months of 1890 was 29. So far as this is any 
indication, we cannot say yet that we regard the experi- 
ment as a very successful one. 

As in former reports, we still find it necessary to request 
on the part of the public greater care in the handling of 
books. Our books do not suffer as much as they once did 
from pencil marks; but they are often Pa mutilated by 
reason of careless usage. 

In conclusion, we would add that there is is ground for 
congratulation in the fact of the continued and increasing 
prosperity of the library and of the constantly growing 
use which our people are making of its advantages.
